‘A MINORITY 
REPORT’ 


Lspeciaii The report of the Warren 
Commission says that Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, working alone, killed President 
Kennedy. 

This discussion is, largely, an em- 
phatic and often hotly argued rebuttal 
to the Commission's findings. It begins 
with "the only way you can believe the 
Warren Report is to not read It" and
